At Armory Hall T'lminUny jVtslit— 


tiouA JRepiiblirnit Doctrine. 


Every available seat in Armory Hall 


was occupied Thursday night by ladies 
and gentlemen who desired to hear 
HOD. H. F. P»ge, of California, and 
Robt. II. Lindsay, of Keno, discuss the 
political issues of the day. A large 
number of people could not find seats, 
and remained standing throughout the 
entire evening. At promptly 8 o'clock 
Dr. Dawson, Chairman of the County 
Central Committee, called the meeting 
to order, and called for a song from the 
Glea Club, who gave "Vote for Blaine" 
in fine style, after which Mr. K. H. 
Lindsay was introduced, and referred 
to the Ohio sun-burst which indicated 
beyond a doubt that Jas. G. Blaine 
would be our next President. [Ap- 
plause.] Mr. Lindsay then referred to 
the nomination of Wm. Woodbnrn for 
Congress [applause], giving many good 
reasons why Nevada should be repre- 
sented by a Republican instead of a 
Democrat, chief among them being the 
necessity of having the Protective pol- 
icy of the country maintained, particu- 
larly as ngainsl the free trade ideas of 
Great Britain, the enemy of his coun- 
trymen and the enemy of this country, 
citing quotations from lending English 
statesmen to show the truth of his con- 
clusions. 
Mr. Lindsay explained CHS- 


sidy's double-ahuflle on the Morrison 
bill and tariff question generally, and 
claimed that Woodlmru should be elect- 
ed to sustain Elaine on tbat, and other 
great questions iu the interest of the 
people. In behalf of tb.fi candidacy of 
his friend, Mr. Lindsay waxed eloquent 
and defended him from some unjust at- 
tacks he had beard, complimenting him 
upon his republicanism, energy and 
power, and claiming that his election 
was of more importance to the people 
than it was to Woodbuvn personally, all 
of which was well received by the audi- 
ence. 


The band furnished a fine piece, the

" 'Dem Goldun Slippers," after ~wbich 
Hon. H. F, Page was introduced. A/'cr 
paying attention to the blendsd inter- 
ests of California and Nevada, ho pio- 
oemlecl to spouk of tbo I-SUOH dividing 
the two gri'iit political purlieu.

Re- 
ferring to Woodburn, Mr. Pnge said he 
had been with him iu the 4ith Cougress 
and found him able to cope with all, 
and evor truu to Republican, principles. 
Referring to Senator Jouos Mr. Pago 
said to him was due the present stand- 
ing of silver, aud thnt to him more than 
any other member of Congress ivas due
